"Standard? wire, fuses, plugs,

tree lights should be used and 
all extra wiring should .be done 
by a competent electrician 
Don't hang wires on nails.

Ban Flimsy Toys 
"It Is folly to use' Inflammable

when safe, noncombustible deco­ 
rations are on sale In every 
store. All papers and tissue 
wrappings from packages should 
be' disposed of at once.

"Instruct children carefully In 
the use of toys, especially elec­ 
trical ones, and watch them un­ 
til you arc certain they know 
how to operate them properly. 
Avoid toys requiring an alcohol 
or kerosene lamp. The flimsy 
toy motion picture machines 
using inflammable ^ film should1 
be shunned.

"Likewise, cheap electrical
playthings -should be forbidden 
as they are .often defectively 
wired and have insecure, dan­ 
gerous connections.
